Egyptian Soldiers. 


Colonel Dye has much to say concern- 


ing the fighting capacity of tho fellahin, 
and seeing that he speaks from 
expe- 


rience, gained both in tho barrack and 
the field; his strictures possess at tho 
present moment a more than ordinary 
value. 
His estimate of the Egyptian 


peasant's soldierlyaptitude is very low. 
Though gifted with a wonderful power 
of physical endurance, and a docile nnd 
a good campaigner, the fellah is neither 
combative or intelligent, has not a spark 
of patriotism, dislikes and distrusts his 
ofHcerH, and hates soldiering with so in- 
tense a haired thai, in order to avoid it, 
he will often cutofl'onc of his lingers or 
put out one of his eyes. 
When Colonel 


Dye was in Egypt the artillery, as well 
as the cavalry, consisted exclusively of 
fi_'linh:ii. 
The gunners wure taken 1'ruiu 


a class superior to that which supplied 
recruits tu the other arms oE the service. 
The ollicers, moreover, were belter ii:- 
otrucli'd than their brethren of the lino, 
an advantage they owed to the exertions 
of Iho commandant of 
the artillery 


school, a highly educated French ofiicer. 
To the teaching of this Frenchman prob- 
ably the stout defense made the othor 
<Jay by the fortsat Alexandria is in some 
measure due. A great drawback to the 
eilicieiicy of the fellah as a lighting man 
is the shortness of his sight, resulting 
from ophthalmia, 
fi-o detective is 
the 


vision of Egyptian soldiers, says Colonel 
Dye, that hardly any of them can see 
further through a rifle sight than a few 
rods. The eyes of the black soldiers arc 
better. 
Under tho same conditions liu 


can mark thirty or forty per cent, more 
hits than his Egyptian comrade. 
This 


superior shooting may, however, be in 
p.irtduc to tho negro's greater nerve, 
ccmiidcncc and eagerness to excel. 
Tito 


black regiments, being oflicered exclu- 
sively by Egyptians, are in no way bet- 
ter organized than the other regiments; 
albeit, the negroes being inured 
from 


hildhood to war and the chase, they 
make far better fighting material than 
the fellahin. 
'With'tho exception of a 


few who have risen from the ranks, the 
higher officers are the descendants of 
Turkish fathers and Circassion mothers. 
They are generally sufficiently brave, 
but cruel, avaricious, 
corrupt and fear- 


f u l l y immoral, mentally inert and physi- 
cally laxy. 
The younger regimental and 


stall'ollicers are, for the most part, the 
sons of pashas and beys in government 
service, trained in military schools es- 
tablished by Ismail. They aro inferior, 
morally and physically, to the men they 
command.—London Spectator.
